Senatorial and Congressional Chairs, 
with a Gubemnatorial Seat, Are 
Parceled Out with the Ease 
of Veterans Who Never 
Lose. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 16.—(Special.)—Gen- 
ator Taliaferso’s visit of three days to the 
capital this week has given a wonderful im- 
petus to slate-making by the large number 
of promirent politicians here in attendance 
upon the legislature. The fact that Talia- 
ferro’s star is clearly in the ascendancy be- 
comes more clear with each passing day. 
It is not meant that the new senator's 
forces are particularly antagonistic to any 
considerable element in the party, out they 
are simply in control of the situation and 
unless unexpected changes occur they will 
prove a strong factor—a deciding factor—in 
shaping the course and selecting the im- 
portant nominees of Florida’s democracy 
during the next few years. 

A member of the legislature who seldom 
slips his trolley in the matter of political 
prophecy said today that the entire pro- 
gramme of the Taliaferro people between 
this time and the close of the campaign of 
19 has been carefully laid out. As to sev- 
eral of the more important offices to be filled 
he spoke freely, and what he said was de- 
cidedly interesting. 


The next United States senator 
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from Florida has already beens giv- 
en serious consideration, and ff to 
election were to be held this year, it is quite 
certain that the winner could be natned to- 
day. Here comes in an interesting consider- } 
ation. It is a little doubtful whether a 
United States senator to succeed Hon. Ste- 
phen R. Mallory will be elected by the next 
legislature, which meets in 191, or by the 
legislature of 1903. Mr. Mallory’s term will

meets in April. The hiatus of over a month 
has come to be very annoying and is re- 
garded as unnecessary. The same condition 
existed in Maryland until a few years ago, 
when a special act of congress authorized 
the legislature of that state to elect a sen- 
ator at its regular session next preceding 
& vacancy in the seratorship, although this 
oceasions the election of Maryland’s United 
States senators almost two years before 
they are sworn in. Judge Louls McComas, 
Senator Gorman’s successor, was, for in- 
stance, elected by the general assembly of 
Maryland in 1897, but his term began only 
on March 4, 1899. Efforts are being made to 
secure the passage of a similar special act 
to regulate the time for choosing Florida’s 
senators, and if those efforts are success- 
ful, the legislature which meets here two 
years hence will name Senator Maliory’s 
successor. 
Sparkman for the Senate. 

It is stated here with much positiveness 
and not a little plausibility that the friends 
of Mr. Taliaferro are in favor of transfer- 


Pa to the upper house of congress. If this 
be true, as it probably is, Sparkman will 
have a walk-over. He is one of the most 
popular men iin the state, and one 
of the ablest. He numbers his close, per- 
sonal friends by many hundreds and his 
devoted admirers by the thousands. If he 
is the choice of Senator Taliaferro and his 
followers, he is certainly eminently suitable 
to everyone else. Mr. Sparkman is here 
now, an interested spectator in the legisla- 
ture’s proceedings, and he is certainly not 
spending Ns time making enemies. 
Assuming that Sparkman will be promoted 
to the senate, it is said that State Senator 
J. Ed O’Brea, of Pensacola, will go to 
Washington ys Sparkman’s successor to 
represent the\first district. Ed O’Brien is 
@ diamond in ‘\he rough. There ts nothing 
flowery about Hn, but he carries far more 
than the, usual amount of gray matter just 
beneuth his hat. Me was ‘for years the right- 
hand man and un\itng supporter of the la- 
mented Colonel W\ Db. Chipley in all of the 
latter’s political ayprations, and there is 
not a more thoro\a-going democrat in 
Florida. If O’Brien\ges to the house of 
representatives, the itterests of nis district 
and his state will be 4dnirably cared for. 

Talk about the probsbe nominee for the 
house from the secont Florida district— 
Senator Taliaferro’s own dstriat—s less of- 
ten heard, and is not so ositive. Hon. Bob 
Davis is the representativ at present, but 
there are plenty of men 6 will. say in no 
Mystrious or unmeaning Wy, when speak- 
ing of that place.

Revise State ee 

The joint resolution providing for a revis- 
ion of the gtate constitution, bids fair to 
engross the attention of the people of 
Florida for some time to come. It means 
nothing more nor less than the holding of 
a constitutional convention, of couftse, the 
resolution is adopted by both houses. The 
senate is believed to be strongly in favor 
of a constitutional convention, and the 
favorable committee report in the house 
will have great weight in influencing the 
vote of that branch. 

The machinery for getting a new consti- 
tutional convention in the state is very com- 
plicated—needlessly so, many ‘think, First, 
the two houses must resolve by a two- 
thirds vote, the ayes and noes upon which 
shall Le duly recorded, that the-revision of 
the constitution is advisable. 

Notice by publication must then be made 
in each county for three months preceeding 
the next general election, and the question 
is voted upon by the people. If a majori- 
ty of the electors favor the constitution, 
it is incumbent upon the next succeeding 
legislature, which convenes five months 
after the general election, to make pro- 
vision for the holding of a convention not 
more than six months within six months 
from the date of such final action by the 
legislature. 

The author of the resolution for a new 
constitution is General J. C. Davant, rep- 
resentative from Hernando county. Gen- 
eral Davant says that the- primary objec- 
tion to the present constitution, framed 
and adopted in 1885, is that it is  legis- 
lative rather than fundamental in charac- 
er, and was for that reason annoying and 
perplexing to the courts, the executive de- 
partment, the legislative and the people 
alike. 

The portions of the constitution in which 
changes are most vigorously urged are 
those relating to the judiciary system, the 
suffrage qualifications, the homestead ex- 
emption provision, and the question as to 
whether circuit fudges, state attorneys, 
county commissioners, ete., shall be chosen 
by executive appointment or by popular 
election. 

The dockets of practically all of the state 
courts are in a helplessly congested condi- 
tion. The supreme court, for instance, is 
now working on cases submitted in 1895 and 
18%. Several of the circuit courts are far 
behind. No charge of incompetency or 
lack of diligence can he laid against any 
of the judges, because the Florida judiciary 
is the pride of the people of the state. The 
simple fact is that there are not enough 
judges to do all the work and under present 
constitution the number cannot: be increas- 
ed. There are only three justices of the 
supreme court, whereas five are imperative- 
ly needed. Seven circuit judges have to 
do all the trial, court and chancery work, 
which is ample to occupy the time of ten 
able lawyers. 

How Court Officers Are Elected. 

The justices of the supreme court are 
elected by the people for terms of six 
vears, but the circuit judges are appointed 
by the governor, cubject to confirma- 
tion by the senate. Efforts have been 
made from time to time to have al] judges, 
as well as state attorneys, elected by the 
people, but there is 4 strong sentiment 
against such a change. However, if a suf- 
ficient increase in the number of judges is 
provided, the mode of their selection will 
be a minor consideration, since the people 
have of recent years been educated to the 
importance of having learned conservative

The trouble with the homestead exemp- 
tion provision in the present constitution 
is its evident unfairness. <A person seek- 
ing its benefit is entitled to 160 acres of 
land in the country, or one-half acre in any 
incorporated city or town, regardless of the 
value of the land. A man might own a 
half-acre in the heart of Jacksonville, 
Tampa or Pensacola, worth from $10,000 to 
$20,000 and he could exempt it, while a man 
owning land in one of the small incorpora- 
ted towns worth not over $300 or $400 an 
acre, could only exempt his half acre. This

BRITISH REVOLT 
AGAINST KRUGER

BiG Gonspiracy Is Brought To 
liht at Johannesburg, 


EIGHT ARRESTS ARE MADE 


English Subject af Paul Kruger Detected 
ln Fomenting Ble Rebellien, 


ENLISTMENT AGAINST GERMANS 2,000 


The Situation Is Alarming, and While 
None of the Persons Arrested Are 
Connected with South Afri- 
can Company, They Are 
All English. 


Pretoria, Transvaal, May 16.—The arrest 
at Johannesburg early this morning of 
alleged former British officers on the 
charge of high treason has caused intense 
excitement here. 

The prisoners weré brought to Preto- 
ria by special train and after they had 
been lodged in jail they were visited by 
the British diplomatic agent here. 

The arrests were effected by a detective 
who joined the movement which, it is 
asserted, was for the purpose of enroll- 
Ing men in order to cause an outbreak of 
rebellion. 

The officers arrested, who are eight tn 
number instead of seven, as previously 
cabled, are Captain Patterson, formerly of 
the Lancers; Colonel R. F. Nicholls, Lieu- 
tenant E. Tremlott, C. A. Ellis, lately a 
private detective at Johnannesburg; Lieu- 
tenant John Allen, formerly of the Horse 
Artillery; Quartermaster Mitchell, Former 
Sergeant J. Fries and ¥Former Sergeant 
R. P. Hooper. 

According to advices from Pretoria the 
charge against the prisoners is that while 
staying in. the Rand privately they were 
really engaged in enlisting men for the 
purpose of rebellion when they were ready 
to give the signal. 

It is said that the enlistment roster 
Included 2,000 men and that a number of 
incriminating documents were found at 
the time the arrests were made. 

None of them have been in the employ 
of the British South Africa Cluirtered 
Company. It is said that the commissioner 
of police, who had the affair in hand, 
had been working on the case four months. 

Mr. Beatty, the detective who effected 
the arrests, receivgd his instructions last 
week and secured the necessary warrants 
yesterday. The executive of the Trans- 
vaal is sitting in secret session this even- 
ing considering the arrests. 

Further warrants, it is understood, have 
been issued. It is asserted that the offi- 
cers already arested were also preparing 
to organize a corps in Natal, the British 
colony, between the Orange Free State 
and the Indian ocean, to assist the pro- 
jected movement at Johannesburg. 

The british agent and charge d'affaires, 
Mr. Conyngham Greene, had an interview 
with Piesident Kruger this afternoon and 
expressed regret that men who had worn 
the cucen’s uniform should be concerned 
In such a movement. President Kruger ro- 
plied that he would’ not believe the prison- 
ers were British officers until it had heen 
proved, adding that he hoped the affair 
would not interfere with the proposed 
meeting between himself and Sir Alfrel 
Milner, governor of Cape Colony, and Brit- 
ish high commissioner for South Africa. 
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THE ARRESTS EXCITE LONDON. 


Chamberlain Has Received No Official 
Notice of Arrests. 

London, May 16.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of state for the colonies, who 
was intc¥viewed this evening, said he had 
heard nothing officially regarding the ar- 
rests in the Transvaal and did not think 
that too serious significance ought to be 
attached to them. 

No information had reached him from 
south Africa, he asserted, that could lead 
him in any way to anticipate or to ex- 
pluin the arrests. 

The news caused considerable  excite- 
ment among the members of the house 
of commons, but little disposition was 
manifested to credit the rumors of a re- 
bellious conspiracy. 
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ENGLAND WORKED UP OVER EVE 


Situation in the Transvaal Is Causing 
Uneasiness. 

London, May 16.—The advices from Jo- 
hannesburg are also probably connected 
with a mysterious dispatch received at 
Johannesburg from Pretoria on May 12th, 
saying a special train fully equipped with 
Boer artillerymen, guns and a _ search- 
light apparatus was being held in readi- 
ness at the capital of the Transvaal. The 
statement was then declared to be without 
significance, but today’s news brings a more 
serious light on the movement and it is 
certain there will be @ great sensation in 
London when the news of the arrest be- 
comes generally known. 

The afternoon papers print dispatches 
from Cape Town saying seven men have 
been arrested and have been taken to Pre- 
toria. The government of Cape Colony, 
it further appears, is considering the mat- 
ter secretly. 

The news: has caused great excitement 
throughout South Africa. The Standard 
and Diggers’ News, the Boers organ in 
London, has a dispatch from Pretoria 
which says the warrants were issued yes- 
terday evening by the state attorney and 
were executed at midnight. The dispatch 


adds that a plot to rebellion is alleged 
to have been maturing for four months 
and that the accused who are said to have 
been engaged by the South African League 
had already enlisted 2,000 men. 

Cecil. Rhodes, the former premier of Cape 
Colony, and resident director of the Brit- 
ish Chartered South African Company in

OLD AGE IS GIVEN BLACK EYE. 


Two Chicago Professors Know How 
Youth May Be Retained. 
Chicago, May 16.—The Tribune says that 
a discovery, which it is claimed, solves the 
problem of circumventing old age, has just 
been made public by Professor Joseph R. 
Hawley and Alex C. Weiler, of the Chicago 
Clinical school. The return to youth, it 
{gs asserted, is produced by hyperdermic in- 
jections of the lymphatic fluid of animals, 

particularly young goats. 

The discovery was made a year ago*and 
Subsequent secret demonstrations of its ef- 
ficacy are proved. The theory of the dis- 
covery is that if the mineral deposits 
which accumulate in the bones in the pro- 
cess of age can be replaced with the life 
cells contained in the lymphatic glands of 
goats, deterioration of the bones will be 
prevented and elasticity and youth will be 
retained in the system much longer. ° 

A number of animals and human beings, 
it is said, have been experimented on in 
Chicago with good results. 

The apostles of the discovery do not 
Claim that a man or woman thus charged 
with goat ‘Tife cells’ will live forever, but 
they say life will be prolonged, perhaps 
doubled.

Cecil has an intimate friend, 
a very beautiiul young woman, who bears 
the fticticious name of Audrey Hastings, 
and is the wife of an Atlanta professional 
man. She married about six months ago 
and has but recently filed in che Savannah 
Superior court a suit for divorce from 
her, and the hearirg Will be he'd next 
June. THe proceedings were instituted 
in Savannah because it was there that 
he discovered her unfaithfulness to him. 
She comes of a splendid family in an 
adjoining state. Both girlg are pretty and 
they appear to be devotedly attached to 
one another. They became acquainted in 
Atlanta shortly after the marriage of 
Audrey, and while Cecil was residing with 
her mother. 

Cecil and Audrey came to Macon from 
Atlanta several weeks ago, and went to 
Madam Effie May’s, where they are now. 
They sometimes call themselves the ‘‘Lin- 
wood sisters,” and sometimes the ‘‘Ken- 
tucky sisters.”’ 

Yesterday morning the mother of Cecil 
came from Atlanta to see her daughter 
for the purpose of trying to pursuade 
her to reform from her present Hfe and 
return with her to Atlantg.

Editor Constitution—I do not wish to 
deprive Judge Lumpkin of the distinction 
awarded him by The Constitution of being 
the first judge in Georgia to decide that 
the dog is subject to levy and sale, but 
would in silence suffer the record to stand 
as published were it not true that the lau- 
rels for this distinction belonged to another 
though much abused branch of the judici- 
ary of our commonwealth. Many, many 
moons ago, a justice of the peace in Walk- 
er county (whose name I withhold on ac- 
count of the court’s modesty) decided that 
the lien of a common law judgment was as 
binding or dogs, as on any other property 
of defendants. He directed that execution 
be levied on the defendant's faithful doe. 
This was done and the dog was sold at 
regular constables sale to the highest and 
best bidder at $8, which satisfied the fi. fa. 
This case was not cited by Judge Lumpkin 
in his published decision, nor does it ap- 
pear in the Georgia supreme court reports. 
Adopting the motto, “let him who merits 
bear the palm,” I cannot refrain from call- 
ing your attention to the injustice The 
Constitution does a Georgia justice of the 
peace. Of course, I feel sure The Consti- 
tution did not intend to be unfair nor par- 
tlal in thig matter, and that its court re- 
porter will gladly make the amende honor- 
able. The communication is not intended as 
- protest, but rather as historical informa- 

on, 

Will add that if the Fulton county case 
should reach the supreme court, the at- 
torney interested in bringing the Fulton 
county dog to judicial sale, might. profit 
by securing the legal brief used in the 
Walker county court. It succeeded, and 
nothing succeeds like cuccess. As inti- 
mated above, there is no intention on the 
part of the writer of this communication 
to detract from Judge Lumpkin’s high 
Standing as a jurist. Knowing him as I 
do, I feel that he will gracefully yield 
to the Walker county justice of the peace, 
whose judgment stands unreversed and is 
now b&#Pond interference by other courts.

HIRED BY WEIGHT. 


Female Singers in Turkey Must Be Fat 
To Be Popular. | 


From The Chicago Record. 

In Turkey the most beautiful and desira-~ 
ble woman is the one who weighs the most. 
A thin and willowy creature would have no 
standing in Turkey, and would be a total 
failure on the stage in Constantinople. Un- 
less a woman is fat she cannot secure an 
engagement in a music hall, and the fatter 
she is the more enthusiasm she arouses and 


the larger’is her salary. 

On the Monday evening after my arrival 
in Constantinople I went to the Concordia 
music hall with my American acquaint- 
ances, and there I saw more . feminine 
breadth, depth, thickness, heft and circum- 
ference than I had ever before seen under 
one roof. Practically the entire show was 
given by women—women with moon faces, 
rolling jowls judiciously dusted with pow- 
der and elephantine forms that defied the 
confiding hold of any corset. Fat women! 
Women who were built straight out from 
the chin and then retreated toward an in- 
definite waist line; women whose dimpled 
arms were the shape of bolsters and whose 
bursting slippers squeaked beneath the 
weight put on them. 

Judging from the arrangement of the bill 
and the applause bestowed on the various 
mastodon soubrettes, 1 would say that in 
Constantinople a woman weighing 229 
pounds and possessed of a fair singing voice 
could get an engagement ,at a music hall, 
but she would be compelled to accept a low 
salary and appear early in the bill. 

A woman weighing 10 could geta slightly 
larger salary and a better place on the Dill. 

The salary would thus increase as the 
weight increased. In Constantinople they 
hire soubrettes by the pound. One who can 
weigh in each evening at 330 or more is 
sure to get her name in Diack type and 
draw the star salary, no matter whether 
she can sing or not. 

In the bill at the Concordia were French 
and German women, one lone American 
(estimated weight 275), and several from 
Turkish Europe. The first woman who sung 
Was fut; the second was tatter; the thira 
was—no, not fattest, although she ‘was 
much heavier than No. 2. She was merely 
the promise of what was yet to come. 

They were ‘holding back the really big 
artists for the finale. At last these two 
came on. They were “‘sisters’’ and they 
made a large family by themselves. We 
called them the Behemoth sisters. They 
were in white and they waddled out on the 
stage. 

“Great Scott!’ exclaimed the man from 
Lafayette. ‘‘Why didn’t they roll them on 
the stage?’’ How much do you suppose they 
weigh?” 

‘“‘A ton apiece,’’ ventured the New York- 
er. 

‘Too low, too low.”’ 

The house rose in joy as the two vast eggz- 
shaped objects appeared on the stage. The 
Turks, who had been sitting stolidly in the 
boxes looking with dull unconcern at the 
frail vocalists who weighed less than 300. 
now straightened up and clapped their 
hands. A Turk in front of us (he had check- 
er-board trousers and a low white vest) 
shouted “‘Bravo!”’ 

The two sisters were the hit of the show. 
They had to sing until they globular faces 
were pink with exertion and their balloon- 
lke costumes rose and fell with the heay- 
ings of their exertion.

One of the interesting sights of the com- 
ing Paris exposition is the mareorama, the 
invention of M. Hugo d’Alese. The idea is 
to give the seeker after novelty the oppor- 
tunity to take a real steamer trip without 
loss of time or strength. It is in reality an 
offshoot of the cyclorama, which had such 
arun of popularity a few years since. In 
the mareorama one embarks on board a 
real steamer—steamer chairs, staterooms, 
dining room. bridge, etc., all lend their 
aid to the belief that the voyager is really 
saying goodby to terra firma for a long sea 
trip. One saunters about the deck, looking 
and talking, arranging the details of his 
comfort. Suddenly the big boat begins to 
move—or seems to—which is the same 
thing, so psychologists say. 

By an ingenious arrangement of ma- 
chinery the various movements of a big 
steamer putting out to sea are exactly imi- 
tated. One can even be seasick if desired. 
The plunge, the shake, recovery, the trip 
up and. down, fore and aft motions are all 
given with startling likeness. By and by, 
the scenery begins to change, the city of 
departure is left behind and a new one ap- 
pears. Sometimes the boat appears to stop 
and then all the bustle of landing, the 
crowds of sightseers, the interesting going 
and coming of belated travelers and depart- 
ing ones are imitated. 

In the mareorama which is to be one ex- 
hibition the boat is supposed to start from 
Marse ilies, and in turn Algers, Naples, Ven- 
ice and Constantinopie are to be visited.

Yesterday Was the First Jay of the Annual Convention and 
Many Belegates Are Here 


WELCOMED BY THE MAYOR 


‘Governor Candler Has Something To Say 
On tha Negro Question, 


ELOQUENT ADDRESSES LAST NIGHT 


Chancellor W. E. Boggs and John Tem- 
ple Graves Were the Speakers. 
Convention Will Be in Ses- 
sion Today and To- 
morrow. 


The fifth annua! convention of the county 
school comissioners of the state and mem- 
bers of the county boards of education met 
at 10 o'clock yesterday mornig in the hall 
of representatives at the state capitol with 
fully a hundred delegates in attendance. 

The session was called to order by the 
president, G R. Glenn, who, in a few 

. words, expressed his pleasure at the large 
number of comtsioners who had left their 
work in order to meet together in At- 
lanta. 

Mayor Woodward, who ocupied a chair 
by the presiding officer, was presented to 
the convention and in a few chosen words 
the mayor of Atlanta extended a hearty 
welcome to all the de|egates present. The 
welcome of Mayor Woodwakd was second- 
ed by Superintendent W. F. Slaton, of the 
public schools of the city. 

At the suggestion of the president’ a 
committee of tv&, consisting of Commis- 
sioners H. W. Wooding, of Banks, and J. 
N. Rogers, of Washington, was apoint- 
ed to escort Governor Allen D. Candler to 
the chair. As the governor entered the 
hall he was given a rouging reception 


‘and throughout his few remarks of wel- 


come he was applauded continually. 

Governor Candler in beginning reviewed 
in part the educational lYstory of the 
state rrom the earliest time down to the 
present. He refered to the act# passed 
by the Georgia legislature in 1784-1785, 
which provided that there should be a 
siate university and an academy in every 
county of the state. The governor spoke 
of the organization of fhe presc#8t school 
svstem in 1869 and the efforts that have 
been made at various times for improve- 
ment of the system. 

The feature of the address of Governor 
Cendler was his reference to the negro 
question, which he handled fearlessly rgd 
with convincing argument. 

He said: “The recent crimes which have 
shocked the state are not a blot upon the 
state itself, but upon the race, the mem- 
bers of which were guilty of those crimes. 

“Whether the Caucasian and the Ethe- 
opilan were created equal is a question nat 
for discusion at the present time, but 
I believe this much, that if the negro 
had had 600 years of @iucation such as thes 
Caucasian has had, he would be far in 
advance of his present position in the. 
human scale. 

‘It is my belief that education and 
moral training is the solution of the negro 
problem. The crimes that have startled 
the state must stop, but the question is 
how is it to be stopped? Mob law has fail- 
ed and will fail to do it and we must go 
deeper into the question and find a solu- 
tion in the moral training of the race.” 

The address of Governor Candler was fe- 
celved with appreeiation by the large au- 
dience. His expression of tJorough sym- 
pathy with the aims and objects of the 
convention was well received. 

Commissioner Glenn Speaks. 

The annual address of the president fol- 
lowed the welcome of Governor Candler. 
State School Commissioner Glenn in be- 
ginning said: 

“T shall take only a few moments of your 
time to emphasize the importance of such 
a gathering as this. I don’t know any 
body of men engaged in any kind of work 
who have more need to come together and 
study the questions growing out of our 
great work than the leaders of educa- 
tion in all of the counties of such a state 
as ours. 

“If any body ought to be wide awake, 
if any body ought to be alive to the 
great currents of thought that are mov- 
ing this world, those who are leading the 
teachers and training the children ought 
to be @wake and alive to these great 
currents, and I do not know any deter- 
mination of human endeavor where there 
are so many forces at play as we have 
had trying to solve the great educational 
problems of the w#rid. Never before in 
this history of this world have so many 
bright and capable men been studying 
the educational questions of the nations 
of the world, and as a result of this study 
I would say that we are rapidly changing 
our educational ideas.’’ 

The main idea in the address of Com- 
missioner Glenn was that of emphasizing 
the urgent and imperative need in the 
state among the common schools for in- 
dustrial training. He declared the sub- 
fect to be one of paramount importance 
and paid a compliment to the town of 
Columbus, Ga., which has recently taken 
the initiative in introducing industrial 
training in the school system. 

A paper was then read by Commissioner 
J. H. Roberts, of Burke county, on “The 
Difficulties in the Way of Efficient 5Su- 
Ppervision of Schools and How to Remove 
Them.” The paper was a strong one and 
received the careful attention of the con- 
vention. 

The morning session came to a close 
with a paper by Superintendent Otis Ash- 
More, of the Savannah s@hools, on ‘“‘Sc)ne 
Practical Points in School Superivision.” 
Superintendent Ashmore @nphasized the 
reat need through the qdunties of the 
State of school buildings fitted: to educa- 
tional work. The burden of\his argument 
Was for capable teachers Whereever & 
Bchool is organized. In clodng he said: 
“The one thing most needed |s a capable 
teacher. What the teacher i§ the school 
will be. Long after arithmetié and geog- 
raphy are forgotten, there wilremain in 
the mind of the man a profould impres- 
sion made by the upright teach’—an im- 
Pression which will work for rijht, good 
and honor as long as life lasts.”’ 

Warm Discussion in Aftermon.

Commissioner D. P. Hill, of Monroe, 
arose and explained the method he had 
employed in paying every teacher in_his 


county for his or her work at the close 


of every month. Commissioner Henly, of 
Pickens, declared that the fdea of the 
commissioners borrowing rgoney and pay- 
ing a large rate of interest was not a 
plausible one. He entered into a strong 
arraignment of the state legislature for 
not providing for monthly payment of 
teachers and declared that the commis- 
Sloners were not a legislative body and 
had nothing to do with the question. He 
thought the legislature had acted unwise- 
ly in not making it compulsory that the 
teachers of the state be paid at the end 
of each month’s work. 

Commissioner Duddan, of Hancock, had 
a roast up his sleeve for the convention 
which came out in the midst of the heated 
discussion over monthly payment of sal- 
aries. He declared it looked bad for the 
convention to take up so mud: time dis- 
cussing the monthly payment when the 
commissioners had come to Atlanta to 
discuss questions of greater and more far 
reaching importance. 

Instantly a number of commissioners 
were on their feet with the statement that 
they regarded the monthly payment ques- 
tion as one of the most important that 
could be considered by the convention. 

The discussion was finally brought to 
a close by Commissioner J. N. Rodgers, 
of Washington county, who advised silence 
on the subject of monthly payment for 
the present and until after a new legisla- 
ture at least be elected that would be 
willing and able to help the common 
schools of Georgla. 

The evening session at the capitol was 
of more than ordinary interest. Chancel- 
lor William E. Boggs, of the state univer- 
Sity, delivered a strong address on ‘The 
Chasm in Our System of Public Education 
and How to Bridge It,’’ and Hon. John 
Temple Graves spoke cloquently on ‘“‘The 
Common School and the Common People.”

BRUTAL MOTHER 
IN POLICE COURT 


Story of the Burning of the 
Children Told Recorder 


HUSBAND NOT YET CAUGHT 


One of the Most Barbarous Deeds Ever 
Recorded Im Atlanta 


WOMAN GOES TO STOCKADE FOR 30 DAYS 


Will Give Police Time To Get Hus- 
band and Take Cases Into the 
State Courts—What the Wo- 
man Says About the 
Affair. 


Winnie Roach, the mulatto woman who 
burned ther children with paper saturated 
with keresone oll, was arraigned in the 
police court yesterday afternoon and all the 
horrible details of the barbarous and bru- 
tal cruelty were brought out. 

Sergeant Ball stated to the récorder that 
{t was his intention to prosecute the wo- 
man and her husband, Lawrence Roach, in 
the state courts just as soon as the man 
could be caught. The recorder fined the wo- 
man $15.75, believing she could not pay it, 
as she had stated she was without a cent 
of money, and knowing that if she could 
not pay the fine she would have to gO to 
the stockade for thirty days, which would 
give the officers plenty of time to catch the 
husband and get tthe parties in the higher 
courts for cruelty to children. 

The woman came very near having the 
fine paid by her husband through a third 
person. Immediately after the trial a negro 
man sfipped away from the police barracks 
for the purpose of meeting Lawrence Roach 
end getting the money, the arrangement 
having been previously made, butt the fact 
was ascertained by Call Officer Covington 
and he tried to catch Roach when the meet- 
ing took place. The negro in some way got 
wind of the officer’s presence and again es- 
caped. If the woman had had her fine paid 
both she and her husband would have skip-

Just such ancther case never came before 
the police court of Atlanta. 

Witnesses testified that the woman and 
her husband beat the children unmercifully 
with big sticks and left them locked up in 
the house all day without water or food. 
Some times the eldest child would crawl out 
of a window and steal food from the neigh- 
bors when he could not beg it, and would 
eat the bre.gl that had been thrown out in 
the yards for the dogs and cats. 

This was cruel enough, but it was nothing 
in comparison with the torture the children 
were put to when a few nights ago the fa- 
ther and mother wrapped the hands and 
legs of the children with paper and, after 


' saturating the paper with kerosene, applied 


matches. The flames eat away the flesh 
and muscle from the children’s bodies, and 
if they tried to run or screamed the lash was 
used upon ‘their already lacerated and bleed- 
ing backs. 

There were white people as well as negro 
neighbors who testified to this barbarous 
cruelty. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
a mob of negroes collected about the house 
where the man and woman lived, corner of 
Scofield and Hilliard streets, and there were 
open threats of burning both father and

mother at the stake. But for the timely ar- 
rival of the police officers it is very probable 
that the man and woman would have been 
roughly dealt with. 

Made the Boy Lie. 

When the woman was arrested night be- 
fore last and she and the children carried 
to the police barracks, the eldest child 
stated to several persons thait their father 
and mother had burned and beat them, and 
the second to the eldest child made the same 
statement in the presence of its mother. 

Yesterday morning when the woman was 
seen by a reporter of The Constitution she 
spoke up and said: 

‘“‘Now, if you want to hear the truth ask 
the oldest boy.”’ 

She turned to the child referred to and 
exclaimed in a loud, stern voice: 

“Here, you bad boy, tell the gentleman 
the truth.” ee 

‘‘Why do you wish to frighten him by call- 
ing him ‘bad boy?’ ’”’ the woman was asked, 
and she smiled and replied in a low tone: 

“Oh, that’s just one our pet names for 
the dear little fellow.’’ 

The boy told a set story which she had 
drilled into him since her arrest, saying 
that they burned each other and ‘dear 
ramma and dear papa’ whipped them with 
a switch because they played with fire. 

May Be Prosecuted for Murder. 


“Dear me,” said the woman as she lean- 
ed back against the side of her cell, ‘‘the 


very idea of anybody thinking we would 
burn our own dear little children that we 
love so.”’ 

This was said while two of the children 
were lying down upon a blanket at her 
feet with their horrible burns wrapped in 
cotton and grease. 

The children are like Hving skeletons, so 
little food has been given them, and ‘they 
eat like wolves, despite the fact that they 
are suffering from their burns. 

It is belleved one of the children, the one 
whose hands are nearly burned off, will die, 
and if it does the woman and the man, 
too, if he is captured, will be prosecuted 
for murder. 

Sergeant Ball says he will do his best to 
have the inhuman people punished to the 
full extent of the law.

The €Eouthern Spring Bed Company yes- 
terday filed a petition in the superior court 
to erjoin the Gholstin Cunningham Spring 
Bod Company from conducting their busi- 
ness under the present firm name. Judge 
Lumpkin, after considering the bill, set a 
hearing of the case for May 22. 

Ths allegations of the Southern Spring 
Bed Company are rather polnted concern- 
ing Louls Gholstin, whom they allege is the 
cause of the trouble. It is claimed that 
some tiine ago am agreé€ment was entered 
into between certain business men of the 
Southern Furniture Company, the Gholstin 
Spring Ped Company, the Southern Spring 
Bei Company ard the Haas-Guthman & 
(‘o, by which the four firms were to oper- 
ate togetner and manufacture the spring 
beds so that the sales of spring beds would 
be equally divided among the different 
fiz ris. 

lt is claimed that Mr. Gholstin attempted 
to usurp the trade of the other companies 
and that the Gholstin Spring bed Company 
would s¢éll more beds than the other com- 
panies.

CAN WILL LUCAS 
BE CONVICTED? 


Officers Say They Have Enough 
Evidence To Hang him, 


ID THE WOMEN SEE HIM 2 


Claimed That Mrs Davis and Her 
Daughter Saw the Murderer 


POLICEMEN WANT PART OF REWARD 


Patrolmen Chiles and Bankston Make 
a Statement—Lucas in Murderers’ 
Row at the Tower—May 
Be Given a Speedy 

Trial. 


When the capture of Will Lucas, the 
negro suspected of killing Mr. Robert Da- 
vis, at Decatur, was read in yesterday’s 
Constitution, the question at once arose 
what evidence, if any, there would be to 
convict the negro of the crime with which 
he was charged. 

The officers at work on the case say 


that there is enough to prove the negro 
murdered ‘Mr. Davis, and that, fn fact, all 
the evidence was not brought out because 
they did not wish to let the negro while | 
he was at large know what a strong case 
there was against hita. 

It is doubtful if the statement made by 
the dying man will be admitted as evi- 
dence, as it cannot be said he knew he 
was dying, and had no hope of life when 
he made it. 

But, it is said, the officers will have 
Mrs. Davis and her daughter as a witness, 
who will testify that they saw Will Lucas 
on the front porch on the night of the 
murder, and if this is so, then it looks as 
if the case against the negro will be a 
strong one. 

Lucus still says that he 1s not guilty, but 
if he is there is a probability of-his break- 
ing down and making a full confession. 

Yesterday morning Sergeant Bedford and 
Detective Walton, the two officers who 
made the arrest night before last, went to 
Decatur to assist the sheriff of De Kalb 
county in getting up evidence. This looks 
as if the negro wil] be given a speedy 
trial. 

He Is in Murderer’s Row. 

The prisoner, however, will be kept in the 
Tower in this county, it being considered 
at present a much safer place for the 
negro. Lucas occuples a cell in the noted 
‘“‘Murderer’s Row,” the wing of the Tow- 
er where there are three cells adjoining 
the gallows room. Only those charged 
with murder and who seem to be guilty 
are placed in the row. ‘The only prisoner 
there {s Kerlin, who is charged with kill- 
ing the young woman in Fayette county. 

Lucas ts given the privilege of the corrt- 
dor, and was behind the bars when he 
stood for The Constitution artist yester- 
day to sketch his picture, which is the only 
good likeness of him vet published. 

The capture of Lucas {s attracting some 
attention as there are rewards amounting 
to $525 for the man with the evidence to 
convict. As has been stated In The Con- 
stitution, Sergeant Bedford and Detective 
Ed Walton made the arrest on Garnett 
street Monday night. 

Yesterday merning Patrolmen Childs and 
Bankstone, stated at the police harracks, 
that they were also instrumental in effect- 
ing the capture and expected to share tn 
the division of the reward. 

About the Capture of Lucas. 

Patrolman Childs makes the following 
statement: 

“Lest Friday night Blackstone and my- 
self located Lucas, that is, we found out 
at what house he was stoppire, and we 
went there to arrest him. As we were in 
ove tniforms h? saw us coming and es- 
caped, lie has since said that he was 
only ten feet Ahead of us when we entered 
the yard, We informed the detectives 
where Lueas was living. and also told 
them that Charles Newton and John Shep- 
ard, two negro men, lived with him and 
would help them capture him. - It. was 
with these two negroes that Bedford and 
Walton decoyed Lucas to the place on 
Garnet streetenizht before last where they 
arrested him. We do not wish to detract 
from the good work of the detectives did, 
but we feel certain that thev will give us 
also the credit we deserve in helping to 
work up the case. They are in Decatur 
today and we haven't seen them. but we 
believe they will admit that we are entitled 
to a share tn the reward.” 

Where Lucas Was Hiding. 

Lucas cime direct to Atlenta when he 
left Decatur, whether before or after the 
murder depends on whether or not he is 
guilty of shooting Mr. Davis. Hie went 
to the house of a woman and hid there 
during the day, coming out only at night. 
He seems to have kept a close watch for 
tn officers of the law, and it was for 
this reason that the detectives had to re- 
Sort to a jittle strategy and capture him 
when he was on one of his night trips. 

Lucas says he expects to prove an alibi 
when he is tried, and that will be about the 
only defense ihe can put up, but who his 
witnesses are he does not say. He seems 
to resent his arrest and imprisonment and 
answers all questions in a sullen manner. 

While not telling all they have in their 
possession in the way of evidence, the 
officers say they believe they already have 
witnesses who can convict Lucas beyondsa 
doubt.

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As always happens when some event 
or episode revives the discussion of the 
race question, our brethren to the north 
and east of us come forward with va- 
rious remedies, suggestions and criti- 
cisms based mainly on a misundex 
Standing of the situation. The people 
of the south are prepared to welcome any 
remedy or suggestion that promises to 
prove effective, and they do not complain 
of the criticisms 

The most unexpected and therefore the 
most surprising feature of these reme- 
dies, suggestions and criticisms is that 
they are mostly keyed in the note that 
prevailed thirty years ago. It seems 
that as soon as one of the brethren feels 
impelled to comment on an episode that 
may be classed in the category of race 
troubles, he at once turns to the files of 
his newspaper and resurrects therefrom 
the advice and criticism that were free- 
ly given to us a generation ago. There 
is hardly anything more than a casual 
recognition of the changed conditions. 

Today, as thirty years ago, there seems 
to be a feeling on the part of the preth- 
ren to the north of us that every time 
a brutal crime is avenged by methods al- 
most as brutal, the episode means that 
race 1S arrayed against race and that 
the negro population is in a state or 

terror in consequence. The negro polli- 
ticians and preachers at the north, tak- 
ing their cue from the editorial com- 
ment in the newspapers close at hand, 
proceed to display their ignorance in 
their pulpits and in the public journals 
apd conjure up in their minds a condi- 
tion of affairs here which calls for the 
rescue of the negroes. 

A negro writing to The New York Sun. 
vows that negro criminals are lynched 
because they are negroes, and that the 
charges against them are “trumped up.” 
A negro preacher somewhere in the west 
advises the negroes of the south to be- 
come expert in handling dynamite to 
“defend their homes.” And. in the 
midst of all this wild talk, the result of 
ignorance, we hear iterated and reiter- 
ated a demand that the government 
come to the rescue of the criminale— 
& suggestion that the government is un- 
der bonds to protect “the wards of the 
nation.” 

All this shows the unspeakable folly 
: which attends upon an unenlightened 

ciscussion of the negro question as it is 

-presented by these sporadic outbreaks 
of crime. We have contended. and still 
“ontend, that these outbreaks do not be- 
long to the race question proper, but are 
abnormal in their commission and in 
their punishment. But our brethren to 
the north of us, and the negroes who 
echo the training they have received 
there, will not agree with us, but insist 
that the crime of rape and its swift 
punishment are, In effect, the real negro 
question. 

The result of this has been to ccy- 
vince such negroes as have bten trained 
and educated to hate their white neigh- 
bors, to regard them as chiefly respounsi- 
ble for slavery, and to credit them with 
a keen desire to re-ensiave the race, that 
a negro who commits a crime against the 
whites—even the most horrible—is fot 
much of a criminal after all, and that he 
is entitled to such aid and protection as 
he may be able to secure from his race. 
A wholesome chanve seems to have 
taken place recently with respect to this 
attitude, so much so that the reputable 
and respectable megroes are boldly 
speaking out on the subject, 

Meanwhile, it rematns for us to as- 


sure the brethren to the the north of 
us, especially those who temper their 
comments with the beautiful gospel of 
reconstruction, that the negroes here are 
hot in terror of their lives. in the 
region of Palmetto, no doubt, some of 
them are in an anxious state of mind, 
but so are the whites. But for the vari- 
Ous episodes of incendiarism which oc- 
curred in that town, and for which the 
criminal class among the negroes is re- 
sponsible, there would have been no 
trouble in that neighborhood. And yet 
even fn that region where feeling has 
run so high, there are numbers of re- 
spectable negroes going about thelr bus- 
| inesg and attending to their duties with 
no more fear of harm or injury that if 
they were walking the streets of Atlanta. 

So that, after al] is ground and sifted, 
we get back to Booker Washington’s 
proposition, which has been true ever 


since man lifted his eyes from the 
ground, that a man’s standing in a com- 


munity depends not on his color, but 


his character; not on his race, but on 
his attitude toward himself, toward his 
neighbors and toward the community at 
large. So true is this that if a man 
with a skin’ as’ white the hide of 
the milk-white doe of romance, he could 
gain the esteem, the respect and the 
confidence of his neighbors only to the 
extent that he deserved them. If he 
chanced-to be a criminal, or an jdler, he 
would have no more friends in that com- 
munity than a negro criminal or loafer, 
except among his own class. 

All this ‘is so elear, so plain and so 
simple that it is cause for wonder that 
every intelligent negro doesn’t see that 
the race problem, when all is said. re- 
solves itself into the question whether 
the negroes are willing or able to work 
out their oWn material salvation as other 
races have worked out theirs. As to 
the question of social equality, that is a 
matter that hag been both raised and 
settled at the north. To raise the ques- 
tion, indeed, is to ts: a 
is settled as soon as it is discussed. It 
is not a question of right, or privilege; 
it is a matter of taste and disposition. 
It is, in these days, the horse on which 
the negro politicians ride when they 
desire to deceive and delude their color. 
Meantime, it will be a healthy 
sign when honest and respect- 
able negroes shall have organized 
a social code of their own which will 
rigidly exclude from contact with them 
the criminal and disreputable classes of 
their own race. That is the kind of so- 
cial question the negroes should raise, 
and the sooner the better. 
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: Dreyfus Again. 

~ The revelations in the Dreyfus case 
Which have been so pitilessly and prov- 
identially made, show a state of things 
almost ineredible. Fortunately, public 
opinion in France seems to be alive to 
the terrible disgrace which the army 
caba! has inflicted on the nation, and 
there seems No reason to doubt that, with- 
in the next few weeks, the court of cas- 
sation will pronounce for a revision— 
that is to say, a retrial of the Dreyfus 
case, 

Indisputable facts that have recently 
come out show that the French general 
staff, with the active aid and support of 
several cabinet ministers, has perpetrat- 
ed a crime of unspeakable grossness. 
The exposures that have been made in 
the Paris press has been confined al- 
most exclusively to the publication of 
the testimony taken before the court 
of eassation. Nota particle of the evi- 
dence against Dreyfus has been able 
to stand in the light. AJll-the charges 
gainst him are now known to have been 
made up wholly from lies and forgeries. 

The plan pursued by the general staff 
of the army has been to produce one 
forgery for the purpose of substantiating 
another. This has been proved be- 
yond the possibility of a doubt. One 
of the latest features of the case is 
worth nothing. An Italian military at- 
tache in Paris sent a telegram to his 
government, which being secretly de- 
ciphered, proved the innocence of Drey- 
fus. Thereupon, Henri, who recently 
committed suicide, was ordered to pro- 
duce the forged verslon preving Drey- 
fus guilty. Major Cinquet wag sent 
before the court of cassation to swear 
that the original had disappeared, ana 
that the forged translation was correct. 

Yet it was proved that the original 
exists in the foreign office, and that 
among the signatures attesting it was 
that of (Major Cinquet himself. Irey- 
cinet, head of the foreign Office, seeing 
the storm coming, submitted to the in- 
evitable and resigned. Major Cinquet 
has been dismissed from the army in 
disgrace, another victim of the army 
chiefs who have been selling state se- 
crets to foreign governments. 

A recent dispatch says that the only 
thing the anti-revisionists can now do is 
to try to provoke disorder. Rochefort 
is already advocating the lynching of 
Dreyfus when he lands; and it is saia 
to be certain that the forces of disorder 
will engage in rioting. 

But what a spectacle does I’rance pre- 
sent! Among the first to strike a blow 
for human liberty, her people have been, 
from that day to this, the victims of the 
most horrible crimes, of the most awful 
tyranny and of the wildest frauds. They 
no sooner make unto themselves an idol 
than they are crushed beneath its ruins. 
First the time of Terror, then Napoleon, 
then the Little Napoleon with his dis- 
gusting ambitions, and now the heads of 
the army trying in vain to cover up a 
foul crime. What is to become of that 
unhappy land? 
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A Praiseworthy Work. 

Amidst all the agitation and turbu- 
lence through which the negro race is 
now passing, the quiet and effectual 
work which the educators of that people 
are conducting is the more to be com- 
mnded and given a helping hand. Prom- 
inent among the men who are attempt- 
ing to elevate their own race through 
the medium of the schoolroom is Pro- 
fessor Felix A. Curtwright, who is now 
present in the city for the purpose of 
raising funds for the completion 
of a building for the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial institute, situated 
at Greensboro, and whose aim is the 
higher and practical education of girls 
and boys of the colored race. 

The institute already possesses one 
frame building, and it accommodated one 
hundred and eight pupils last year, the 
first of its career. Already applica- 
tions are in which will necessitate doub- 
ling the capacity of the school, and work 
has already begun on a second .struc- 
ture, For its completion $560 ig requi- 
site. Of this, something ovér $70 was 
raised through pledges and direct sub- 


scription at a colored mass meeting last 


night. This is a fair beginning, and 
evinces the good faith of the eolored 
people and their desire to encourage en- 
terprises of this nature. That it should 
receive assistance from the white peo- 
ple of this section is apparent to the 
thinking man. 

Here is an opportunity to contribute 
to the crusade which is to gradually 
elevate the colored race and bring to the 
surface those qualities which are already 
dominant in the Caucasian race, and 
which are indispensable to the mature 
development and innate respect of an 
inferior people. 

Profasgor > Curtwright is thoroughly 
in earnest, and has his whole heart in 
the work which he has outlined for him- 
self, and he.is peculiarly fitted for its 
management. He graduated in 1896 
from the Atlanta university, and is a 
man of ability, courage and discernment. 
Above all, he has an intense sympathy 
for his own people, and a realization 
of the necessity of and a capacity for 
the administration of the remdey for 
their evils. 

The Constitution accords him its 
hearty good wishes in his mission, and 
would say to its readers that they can- 
not better evidence their philanthropy 
than in furthering it by all the means 
within their power. 
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Sunday and the Blue Laws. 

There is an element in every com- 
munity which takes unto itself the re- 
sponsibility for the regulation of not 
only the morals but the movements of 
everybody else. With the vest possi- 
ble intentions these self-constituted reg- 
ulators want to make over the rest of 
the world according to their own pat- 
tern—to say what each man shall do or 
What he shall not do. 

Within proper limitations this regulat- 
ing element is not a bad tiing. A cer- 
tain amount of regulation is, of course, 
necessary for society, and so long as 
they do not go beyond the proper 
bounds, the men who, in office or out of 
it, act as regulators, do good. But there 
is a limit beyond which this regulation 
should not go, and that limit is set by 
the plain dictumg of common sense. 

There is danger, for instance, in going 
too far in the enactment and enforce- 
ment of so-called Sunday blue laws. It 
is very difficult for the ordinary mind 
to see why it is allowable for a man 
to go into a drug store on Sunday ana 
fill himself with the more or less noxious 
concoction known as soda water which 
must do harm to the stomach, while 
he cannot purchase anywhere on Sun- 
day a lemon-—the best of medicines—or 
any other fruit, which, instead of being 
harmful, is the best of spring food. It 
is a little difficult to discover why a 
dealer may sell tobacco and cigars, but 
cannot sell either pipes or cigarettes 
from the same stock. ‘The fine distinc- 
tions drawn between the dealer who 
has his place of business outside of a 
drug store and one who happens to ‘be 
a part of a drug store, ig another per- 
plexing thing. The official catering to the 
tobacco habit in any shape and yet the 
stern regulations which make criminals 
of the men who would sell you necessi- 
ties for your table—this is another of the 
perplexities. 

Captain Thompson’s motives in the 
rigid construction of the Sunday laws 
cannot be questioned, for they are cer- 
tainly honest and sincere; but it is to be 
hoped for the good of Atlanta and the 
peace of her people and that these laws, 
which seem to leave much to the discre- 
tion of the officers chosen to enforce 
them, be not made genselessly irksome. 
The danger of that gort of enforcement 
must be apparent even to those who are 
urging it. They are in danger of de- 
feating the very end toward which they 
are aiming. By petty annoyances those 
who make the laws and those who are 
selected to enforce them can force a 
reactionary movement which will result 
in the overthrow of regulations sensible 
in themselves and designed to be inter- 
preted according to common sence. 
Blue laws have never in al] the history 
of the world accomplished any good. 
About the only practical effect they 
have ever had has been to so stir up 
public sentiment ag to bring on a period, 
not of liberty, but of license. In most 
respects the municipal regulations in 
Atlanta are the best that any city of its 
size in the country enjoys. Those reg- 
ulations can, however, be made go irk- 
some as toresult in thelr overthrow and 
bring about a condition of affairs far 
worse even than that which now ex- 
ists in the minds of the narrowest of 
the critics and regulators. 
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Opening British Eyes. 


When Lord Kitchener awarded the 
contract for a bridge in the Soudan to 
an American firm, Great Britain was 
given such a shock it-had never experi- 
enced before. The British lion rubbed 
his eyes in astonishment and hegan to 
wonder where he was “at.’’ Could it 
be possible that British treasure wag to 
be spent and British lives to be sacri- 
ficed in reclaiming the Soudan and open- 
ing up Africa, and yet somebody else 
was to reap the commercial benefits? 
There must be something wrong. 

Then followed, of course, an inquiry 
in parliament. When things go wrong 
in Great Britain the first step taken is 
inquiry of the government in open par- 
liament as to what it all means. This 
particular inquiry elicited certain 
facts which started all England to talk- 
ing. It was found that the award had 
been made to the American firm for two 
excellent reasons. The first of these 
was that the American builders guaran- 
teed to furnish the bridge in at least 
one-thied the time that the British build- 
ers said it would take, and the bridge 
being an emergency matter, time was the 
chief consideration. The other reason 
was that the American firm offered to 
build it very much cheaper, and that, 
of course, was a consideration. | 

The British public was still skeptical. 
The builders gave out strong hints that 
there must have been some underhand 
business somewhere. They suggested 
that in some way the Americans must 
have been put in possession of the plans 
of the proposed bridge long in advance 
or else how was it possible for them to 
be in a position to promise the work iu 
so short a time? So greatly was all 
England wrought up over the matter 
that that it looked as if Lord Kitchener 
might be pulled off the popular pedestal 
upon which he had been placed in recog- 
nition of his great victory over the 
Mahdi. 

Now, however, there comes a second 
shock to stir up the empire as it has not 
been stirred since “Made in Germany” 
appeared to point out how England «as 
fast losing her commercial supremacy. 
This time it ig a viaduct in Burmah. The 
contract for the construction of that 
viaduct has been awarded an Arnei- 
can firm. Evidently British companies 
had endeavored to create the impres- 
sion that this Wag done becatss thev 


had not been asked to compéte, and in 
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the house ‘of commons the governinent 
was asked why this wag so. 

The reply of Lord George Hamilton, 
Secretary of state for India, sives “he 
British public another dose of very cold 
comfort. According to the press re- 
ports, Lord George shows that six Eng- 
lish and four American firms *ere in- 
vited to put in bids for the construc- 
tion of the viaduct. our of the 2ng- 
lish firms failed to bid, and the most 
favorable English tender required three 
years for compietion of the work at the 
cost of £116,000, while the best Ameri- 
can bid was to complete the work in 
one year at a cost of £60,000. Very nat- 
urally the Burmah Railway Company 
accepted the offer of the American build- 
ers. “The Indian railways,” Lord 
George added, “always gave preference 
to British manufacturers,” but he was 
sorry to say that this was not the first 
contract in which there was 2 marked 
difference in the price and time of de- 
livery between British and American 
tenders. 

This disclosure comes on the heels of 
the warnings of the British consuls at 
different parts of the world that unless 
there is a change in British methods, 
the Amerieans will wrest from them 
commercial supremacy, and very natur- 
ally has set all England to discussing 
a situation which comes close home to 
every man, woman and child who lives 
under the flag of the empire. ‘The loss 
of commercial supremacy would mean 
stagnation and ruin to Great Britain, 
and nobody knows thig better than the 
English themselves. 

One result of thig is that they Nave 
got down from the high horse of su- 
perior knowledge on which they have 
been riding so many years and, instead 
of posing as the people who can instruct 
all other peoples, are beginning to real!- 
ize that there is much for them to learn 
even from this hitherto despised “new” 
country. ‘They are sending over here 
to study our methods. The recent visit 
to this country of Mr. Walter Dixon, a 
member of the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers of Great 3ritain, has been 
prodfictive of much information of val- 
ue to them in showing them what it is 
they must come in competition with. 
Mr. Dixon came to examine the fron and 
steel plants of this country, especially 
with a view of ascertaining whether the 
reports of the extent to which electricity 
was used were true or not; but he did 
not confine himself by any means to this 
one phase of the situation. In a paper 
read before the West of Scotland Iron 
and Steel institute recently he gave ap 
interesting analysis of the situation. He 
spoke particularly of the remarkable 
fact that the e¢ontrol of these 
great ‘American institutions is almost 
entirely in the hands of young men; and 
the next most remarkable fact in his 
estimation is the spirit which seems to 
fill the Amerfean workman. 

T have been intimately connected with 
large numbers of our workmen for the past 
twenty vearg or more,” he said, ‘‘and I 
talked labor questions over with many 
Classes in America, and have come to the 
conclusion that. just as our men, generally 
speaking, are bent on doing as little as 
possible in a given time, the American 
workman ts bent on doing as much as 
possible. sritish labor, both skilled and 
unskilled, appears, either by design or acct- 
dent, to have worked itself into the condi- 
tion that each trade individually vies with 
each other, and the whole combined trades 
Vie together in discovering the greatest 
amount that can be‘extracted in wages out 
Of each and every piece of work. 

Another thing which impressed Mr. 
Dixon ‘very forcibly because it was so 
different from the methods in Great 

‘ritain is the Ameriean’s fearlessness 
of foreign competition, He says: 

So far as I could judge, the American ap- 
pears perfectly fearless of foreign competi- 
tion, and is a stanch béliever in the sur- 
vival of the fittest; and, what is more. that 
the weak will go to the wall. He knows 
that if he is weak he will go to the wall 
and is, hence, always on the move to do 
something clever. You ean see it in the tron 
and steel business and everywhere. It is 
this which makes them what we should 
eall ‘‘foolhardy”’ with one another, and, if 
one may so put it, with ourselves: they do 
not care who sees what they are doing. 
Thelr works are equally open to the stran- 
ger and to the competitor. It seems an in- 
bred idea with them that if they cannot 
themselves keep up to date. be at least as 
good if not. better than their neighbors, 
they are bound not to succeed. 

Afmerica has not yet reached the stage 
where we can afford to crow over our 
eompetitors in the foreign field, but 
with our great natural resources, with 
the skill and the energy of American 
workmen and with a continuance of the 
present business methods, the time when 
American commercial supremacy will be 
recognized the world over cannot be very 
far distant. We must look to that fu- 
ture. We must throw nothing in the 
way of that commercial development; 
and we cannot afford to let slip by any 
legitimate opportunity for the control 
of the markets of the world.

Steve Clay was at one time a pupil of the 
Palmetto high school, and often refers to 
the refining influence exercised over him by 
this cultured people. 

Palmetto is noted for its hospitable 
homes. The elevation of this locality being 
the highest point between Atlanta and West 
Point, its pleasing combination of town and 
country make it desirable as a permanent 
home, and as a healthful summer retreat. 
And now. since peace again reigns within 
its boundary, we trust she may spring 
phoenixlike from the ashes, and rise above 
all the unjust criticisms that have done so 
much to injure her fair name and cast a 
blot upon her citizenship.

While those who -have 
been most prominent on the *temocratic 
side have been the young men, the old- 
timers have dominated the republican side 
completely. Jim Sherman is a young man, 
but has haq ten years’ congressional ex- 
perience; Moody has served only three 
years, but it is a fact that Moody, in those 
three years, has made his impress upon 
Washington. He is one «f the yourger 
New Englanders who seem able to break 
through the bounds of New England preju- 
dice to a recognition of the existence of 
some other parts of this country. He is@ 
clear-headed lawyer, a strong debater and 
a man of real ability as well as breadth. 


Illinois has two candidates, and lows 
two. Hopkins,.who has the majority of the 
Illinois delegation at his back, was the 
recognized leader of that “reconcentrado” 
band of republicans who succeeied in 
making themselv%s so ridiculous just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war with Spain.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


S. P. Verner, who delivered an eloquent 
lecture at the Central Presbyterian church 
last night on the different phases of life 
in Africa, where he has spent many years 
in missionary work, is an exceedingly inter- 
esting man, . 

Before departing for Africa some years 
ago he had a long conversation with Joel 
Ciandler Harris on the subject of the ori- 
gin of the folk lore stories of the southern 
negro. Mr. Harris informed him of his 
theory that the stories current among 


southern negroes had their origin in Af- 


rica and that they had only been changed 
in the intervening years by the altered en- 
vironment of the negroes. 

At first Mr. Vernon was inclined to re- 
gard this theory with more or less skep- 
ticism. Once in personal communication 
with the natives of Africa, however, he 
found that the stories of Bre’r Rabbit and 
his friends among the anima] kingdom 
were practically the same as those told by 
the natives of the Congo country and other 
districts 

Durin# his stay in Africa he wrote sev- 
eral interesting articles on the subject of 
folk lore, which afterwards appeared in 
The Constitution. 


“Among the many queer fads of curlo 
hunters just now is the collecting of sol- 
diers’ campaign hats—not the ordinary un- 
adorned hats, but the highly decorated af- 
fairs that one sees on the heads of nine out 
of ten volunteer soldiers,’’ remarked a 
gentleman yesterday. 

“When the war first broke out and the 
boys were lounging {n camp waiting im- 
patiently to be called to Cuba, many of 
them began to beguile the tedium of the 
long, weary hours of waiting by scrawling 
rude symbols or phrases on their feit cam- 
paign hats. At first this decoration was 
crude and ummeaning—as primitive deco- 
ration always is—but finally it began to 
assume a definite style and to bear a de 
gree of significance toward current or pass- 
ing events that had made or were making 
history, 

“Some of these hats are truly remarkatle 
looking affairs end are highly prized by 
their owners. I s&w one some days ago 
perched on the head of a stalwart private 
of a volunteer regiment that excited the 
admiration of all who saw it. On one side 
was drawn in many colored irks a picture 
of the battle of Santiago, with the soldiers 
storming San Juan hill and the Spaniards 
retreating from the block house which sur- 
mounted the crown. Qn the other side 
were pictures of various officers. The 
drawings, considering the inherent diflicul- 
ties that the artist had to contend with, 
were excellent. To crown this piece of 
gorgeousness, the rim was adorned Mexi- 
can fashion with a solid row of brass but- 
tons. The total work, which, of course, 
was done at odd hours, must have taken 
weeks. 

“A friend of mine saw the hat and his 
cupidity—for he is a confirmed relic hunter 
—was immediately aroused. The upshot of 
the matter was that after a good deal of 
demur he managed to wheedle the soldier 
out of his elaborate headgear—and the 
wheedling process cost him just $5!’’

NEW LIGHT ON THE 
DARK CONTINENT 


5. P. Verner Delivered a Lecture On 
Africa Last Night.

SPOKE OF AFRICA’S FUTURE 


ee 


Predicted That She Would Be the Com- 
ing Continent. 


A LARGE AUDIENCE WAS PRESENT 


Mr. Verner Has Spent Many Years in 
Africa and Has Studied Ethnolog- 
ical Conditions Carefully. 


S. P. Vernon, who for some years has 
been engaged in missionary work at Lue- 
bo, South Africa, under the direction of 
the southern Presbyterian church, deliv- 
ered an exceedingly interesting lecture 
at the Central Presbyterian church last 
night to a large audience. 

The tibject of the lecture was “Light 
on the Dark Continent.” ‘The lecture was 
full of valuable information concerning 
Africa and was Jistened to with a great 
deal of interest 

During the course of his talk Mr. Ver- 
ner said that the prevalent idea among 
many southern negroes that they could 
return to Africa and gain dominion over 
the country was a mistaken one. Africa, 
he said, was controlled by the Caucasian 
race and would continue to be so con- 
trolled as long as the white man remain- 
ed the dominant *ace. 

This idea of the 
of the white race 


domination 
Verner brought 


supreme 
Mr.

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out in bold relief. 
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At the very outset of 
his remarks he ‘said that he desired to 
put in as forcible words as possible his 
strong belief in the rightful dominancy of 
the white race and the inferiority of the 
negro. He then spoke of the civilizing 
benefits of peace that were the duties of 
the white man to the negro. 

Beginning with 
der Livingston and 
vailing in Africa at that period, so far 
as civilizing influences were concerned, 
the speaker outlined briefly the benefits 
that the white man had wrought in half 
a century of residence. 

“The onward march of civilization since 
the time of Livingston has been sométhing 
remarkable. The mighty Congo is now 
traceable from its source to the sea. Of 
the 8,000,000 of square miles not one inch 
is ungoverned, and mission stations dot 
the continent {rom one end to another. 
Christianity has wrots)it a great whrk and 
today master and man sit down to a 
common communion table. And all of 
this has been the work of half a century. 

“A great deal has been said about the 
unhealthiness of Africa. The continent?is 
divided into two separate and distinct dis- 
tricts—the coast regions, which are mala- 
rious and exceedingly unhealthy, and the 
mountain or plateau regions, which are 
as healthy.as any section tn this or any 
other country. It is in these high alti- 
tudes that the white man lives and rules 
the -rest of the continent.”’ 

The founa and flora of the continent was 
next touched @pon. Mr. Verner described 
at some length the extent of the natural 
resources of the country. In certain lo- 
calities he mentioned the fact that the 
rubber industry was more profitable than 
gold mining. Speaking of queer freaks in 
fauna and flora, the speaker said: 

“One day I went fishing with one of 
my men. I carried a pole and he carried 
a hoe. While my line was dangling in 
the stream he was industriously digging 
in the mud along the banks.- Suddenly 
he dug up a solid cake of mud, out of 
which flapped a live fish. After killing 
the fish he walked a few steps to a palm 
tree, from which he extracted a quantity 
of oil. Then the bark of another species 
of palm was removed. This bark was 
placed on a fire and the fish, after being 
dipped in the oil, was placed on top of 
it and cooked. After eating the fish he 
disappeared for a few moments and re- 
turned with a flagan of s;§rkling native 
champagne extracted from another spe- 
cies of paim. 

“This may seem improbable, but it 
is a fact that certain species of fish makes 
its home in the mud banks of tgie rivers. 
It is also true that the bark of certain 
palm trees is impervious to fire, and the 
sap from another kind of tree resembles 
fermented cider or champagne.’’ 

The etheological differences of the con- 
tinent were then touched on and the phys- 
ical and mental characteristics of the 
natives explained. He spoke of a visit 
to a native chieftain named Dambey, whom 
he described as being one of the finest 
specimens of physicial manhood that he 
had ever seen. Speaking of the better 
element of the natives, ne said* 

“An effort has been made to get the. 
negroes of this country to emigrate to 
Africa in the hope held out by certain of 
their race that they would be able to do 
a great evangelical work among the na- 
tives, as well as to become masters of 
the situation. This hope, I think, is vain. 
I have little faith in the evangelizing in- 
fluence of the American negro in Africa. 

“Two of my boys came to this country 
and went to Alabama to study. When they 
returned they proclaimed the belief that 
they were superior to the American negro 
in many respects. 

“Certain crimes that menace the south 
are absolutely unknown in Africa. The 
reason for this, 1 think, it that the na- 
tive of Africa is a free man. The crimes 
committed ih this ctuntry are Jargely due 
to the after effects of slavery, and the 
criminals inherit divitalized constitutions 
and degrenerate tendencies.”’ 

Mr. Verner pictured the future of Afri- 
cA in glowing tetnis. He said that the 
rest of the world was rotten with a mort- 
bind civiligatidn and that Affica offered 
néw botties fot the ofd wine of other cbnh- 
tinents. .

Because of this action the 
southern presbyteries withdrew, and in 
December, 1861, formed the southemi as- 
sembly, which has more than doubled it- 
self in the intervening period.

No trials 
for heresy or other burning issues are ex- 
pected to develop. Probably the most im- 
portant new piece of business will be the 
adoption of a new hymn book, which sub 
ject is now under discussion.

bers of his family that his condition was

Saturday afternoon he béeeame ill, and Srn- 
day the physicians found their patient weak 
exhausted. It was known then that he 
could mot recover, and the announcement 
was made to his fanuly. 

Barly Monday morning it was ¢¢én that 
the end was ¢lose &t hand, and thréu@hdit 
thé entire day members of his family wére 
with him. Monday night he ¢6rtified to 
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sink, and never rallied until his death. It 
Came gradually and peacefully. 

He is survived by one son, John J. Lynch, 
two daughters, Mrs. May A. Erskine and 
Mrs. T. Kenny, and twenty grandchildren. 
Mr. Lynch was born in the parish of 
Slane, county of Meath, Ireland. When 
thirteen years of age he came to the United 
States with h@ four brothers—Michael, who 
died in 1857; Patrick, who died in 1870; John, 
who died In 1880, and Peter, who is still liv- 
ing and in business in tHis city. They 
lived for two years in New Jersey, and 
then moved to Georgia. 

Michael, Patrick and John settled in At- 
lanta in 1845; Peter Lynch and James Lynch 
settled here two years later. James Lynch 
went to Charleston in 1838, resided there two 
years and then moved to Augusta, living 
there until 1847, when he moved to Atlanta. 

The same year James and John Lynch 

engaged together in business under the 
firm name of J. & J. Lynch, the store being 
on the corner of Whitehall and Alabama 
Streets. In this business they were "igbly 
successful, general merchandise and whole- 
sale liquors being their lines. It was no 
unusual thing for the two brothers to take 
in $1,000 over the counter in one day, in ad- 
dition to their credit business. 
Each amassed a fortune, a great port‘on 
of which was invested in real estate. This 
business was continued until after the war. 
During the war James Lynch was a mem- 
ber of the volunteer fire department and 
rendered vaulable aid to the citizens during 
the seige. After the war Mr. Lynch en- 
gaged in business on Decatur street, but 
retired from comn@ercial life in 1875. 

Mr. Lynch was a patriotic citizen and 
announced many times that he was more 
American than Irishman, although he nev- 
er forgot the old country, and entered into 
all celebrations in honor of the Eracrald 
Isle with fervor and spirit. He nad many 
friends throughouc the state, and the an- 
nouncement of his death yesterday morning 
occasioned genuine regret.

Service.

It Is Estimated That the Engineers 
Wil. Get $125,000. 


THE OFFICERS T@ HAVE BANQUET TONIGHT 


Officers Will Take Leave of Colonel 
Gaillard, the Commanding Offi- 
cer, at a Banquet. 


This is the last day of service for the 
Third United States voluntecr engineers. 
After faithful service since last August, 
and after doing duty in Cuba, the regiment 
is today to be mustered out of service, and 
by tomorrow night all members of the 
regiment will have departed for their 
homes. 

Colonel David DuB. Gaillard, who is a 
captain in the United States corps of en- 
gineers, is now under orders to take station 
at Washington, D. C., as soon as practica- 
ble, after the muster out of his regiment, 
and will probably leave Atlanta Thursday 
morning. 

It is estimated that the work of paying off 
and mustering out the regiment will occupy 
about five hours, but this will require hard 
and rapid work on the part of the officers 
who have been assigned to the duty. Cap- 
tain G. K. McGunnegle, Fifteenth infantry, 
and Lieutenant Amos H, Martin, First in- 
fantry, have been agsigned to muster out 
the regiment, while three paymasters from 
the headquarters of the department of the 
gulf will be at the post to give the men 
their pay. 

The work of mustering out and paying off 
the regiment will commence this morning 
at 8 o'clock, and as soon as the members 
of each company have been formally re- 
lieved from the service they will be at 
liberty to do as they please. It 1s estimated 
that $125,000. will be paid the enlisted men 
of the regiment this morning, and a large 
portion of this amount will be spent in 
Atlanta, 

The men will come to the city in crowds, 
if they do as members of other regiments 
mustered out here have done, and will stand 
in small groups over the city. It is prob- 
able that they will drop a considerable 
amount of money, as nearly all soldiers 
mustered out from the service like to go 
home wearing a civilian suit. They also 
carry presents to members of their family, 
all of which will cause the stores to be 
crowded during the afternoon. 

Many of the soldiers will take early trains 
this afternoon for their homes, and many 
also will not begin their journey home until 
late tonight. Some will spend a few days 
in the city. 

The officers of the regiment = have 
ranged for a banquet tonight at the Aragon. 
This will delay their departure from the 
city until tomorrow morning, and several 
of them will remain in the city for several 
days, as they have become well acquainted 
here. The banquet tonight will be a very 
informal, although pleasant affair. All the 
officers will be called upon for speeches, 
and it is probable that the leavetaking of 
Colonel Gaillard from his men will be very 
affecting, as they have becomo greatly at- 
tached to him. 

A discipline among the members of the 
Third volunteer engineers has been splendid, 
and it is doubiful if there has ever before 
been a regiment at ort McPherson which 
gave so little trouble to the police authori- 
ties of the city. Neither is there any bitter 
feeling between the officers and the enlisted 
men of the regiment. Colonel Gaillard and 
all officers are admired and respected by the 
enlisted men, and the latter announce that 
they not only have no complaint to make, 
but feel great friendship for their officers. 

The Third volunteer engineers were taken 
from all portions of the eastern and middle 
states. Colonel Gaillard first saw his men 
in a body at Jefferson barracks, Missouri, 
and from there the regiment went into 
camp at Lexington, Ky. Last November it 
took station at Camp Fornace, Macon, and 
a month later was ordered for duty in 
Cuba, arriving at Matanzas in time to have 
the honor of hoisting the American flag at 
Matanzas on January 1], 1899, upon which 
day Spain relinquished all control over 
Cuba. 

About the middle of last month the regi- 
ment arrived at Daufuskie island, Savannah 
harbor, where it was detained for the re- 
quired period in the quarantine detention 
camp, and then took station at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. Both the officers and the enlisted 
men announce that they have enjoyed their 
stay at Fort McPherson, and a large num- 
ber of them have spent a considerable por- 
tion of their time tn Atlanta. The officers 
have made a number of friends here, who 
will regret their departure. 


SILVERMAN IS FINED $50.

Mr. Graves Is Heard. 

Mr. Graves was ‘introduced and was cor- 
dially greeted. He began by laying much 
importance on the work of the teacher. 
He stated he had traveled in many states 
of the union and had had an opportunity 
to study their educational advantages. He 
told of how New York state spent $13,000- 
000 for her schools, Pennsylvania $12,000- 
(XM), declaring, however, that the greatest 
inspiration for the education of the masses 
was found in the middle and western 
States, 

“Tllinois,’’ said he, ‘“‘spends $8,000,000 every 
year on her schools, and education has re- 
deemed Kansas. lowa spends $1,000,000 
on her common schools and gives a large 
amount to her university and normal 
schools. While out there recently I was 
astounded to hear that the Georgia legis- 
lature had eut the chool appropriation 
here, I regard that as one of the worst 
Steps the state has taken in many a year. 
I had been telling great stories out west 
concerning Georgia advancement in the ed- 
ucational line, and when the people there 
heard of the action of the Georgia legis- 
lature they laughed at me. l believe the 
state has fallen- back at least twenty 
years on account of this act. Your brave 
State school commissioner appeared before 
the legislature and asked that the appro- 
priation be not cut, and the sentiment 
outlined by his speech may yet be the 
platform on which some patriotic citizen 
may rise to civie honors.

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WESTERN CORN IS DELAYED. 


Cotton Has Been Doing Favorably in 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

Washington, May 16.—Following is the 
weekly summary of crop conditions issued 
by the weather bureau: 

“fhe most unfavorable features of the 
week ending May 15th, were «he unseason- 
abiy low temperatures on the north Pa- 
cine coast, the continued absence of rain 
over the greater part of the gul{ states 
and excessive rains which retarded farm- 
ing operations in the Ohio and Mississippi 
Vaileys. Except on the north Pacifie coast 
the temperature conditions of the week 
five been decidedly favorable and crops 
generally have made good growth except in 
portions of the gulf siates, where they are 
suffering from drought. 

“F’rosts were frequent in portions of the 
lake region, upper Mississippi and upper 
Missounm valleys, but on the whole no seri- 
ous damage is reported. 

“Excessive rains have delayed corn 
planting in Missouri, Mlinots, lowa and In- 
diana, but eisewhere over the northern 
portions of the country planting progress- 
ed favorably, about ‘half of the proposed 
acreage having been planted in Iltinvis 
and Ohio. The early planted corn is re- 
ceiving its first cuitivation in the states 
of the lower Missouri, Central Mississippi 
and Ohio vaileys, the stands being general- 
ly reported good. In the cemtral gu.f states 
the crop is needing rain badiy and js being 
injured to sOme exXtent by insects. In 
Okiahoma and southern Missouri much 
corn has been washed up by heavy rains. 
In Texas a good yieid from the early 
Planted seems assured. 

“Winter wheat has made rapid growth 
during the week in the staies of the central 
valleys, where {t is naw head!ng.. Chinch 
bugs and Heaslah fly are causing injury 
in portions of Missouri and lilinois. The 
crop needs rain in Nebraska and is suf- 
fering from drought in the east gulf states. 
In Washtngton an improved condition is 
reported, but in California dry northerly 
Winds have been injurious in some sec- 
tions. The outiook in Oregon continu 
promising. 

“Spring wheat seeding is not yet finished 
in North Dakota and ua large acreage re- 
mains to be seeded in Minnesota. Over the 
southern porttons of the spring wheat re- 
gions the crop is making good growth and 
is stoaing well. South Dakota reports: 

‘Frost injury to spring wheat generally 
considered only tempBary and conducive 
to luxuriant sitooling.’ 

“Oars have been injured by frost in South 
Dakota and are suffering for rain in the 
central guif states, South Carolina and 
Nebraska, but generally the crop is in 
promis!ng condition and has made rapid 
srowth during the week. Harvest is in 
progress in Florida. 

“In the Carolinas and Georgia this week 
has been favorable for cott n, but in the 
Central portion of the eotton bel “roy 
has suffered from insects and in p Rcgpetbnc 
f : 4 i : Lil 
ern portions of Mississippi and 
from drought. Poor stands are reported 
from M!ssouri and Arkansas. Planting 
continues in northwest Texas, where some 
repsanting wili be necessftated «m account 
of héavy rains, which have also delayed 
Pianting in Oklahoma. The bulk of the 
crop in Texas, however, is up to good 
Stands, is well cultivated and is growing 
rapidiy in the south portion, burt js badly 
In grass In the central and north portions.

IRREGULAR AT THE OPENING 


Flower Stocks Enjoyed the Greatest 
Advantage in Day’s Movement. 
The Close Was Firm. 


New York, May 16.—Today’s marget was 
remarkably quiet after the recent excite- 
ment, the total sales being ttle more than 
half the numbers of shares sold during 
the panicky two hours of Saturday. Ap- 
parently there Was no such thing as a 
bear speculator in’existence, but with the 
exception of slight irregularity in prices 
at the opening and a siught relaxation in 
Values in the last hour of the market the 
course of prices was steadily held or moved 
unceasingly upward. This was rather con- 
trary tu the general expectations, which 
Was that prices would tend downward in 
the absence of buying by shorts who 
were largely closed out by yesterday's 
rise, and with a less strenuous support 
from the powerful alliance of capitalists 
who came to the rescue of the market. 
This combination was thought to be sim- 
ply for the purpose of sustaining the 
market against any precipitated attempt 
at liquidation. The bull movement *hich 
the late Mr. Flower and his associates 
had inaugurated previous to his death was 
felt to be bold under existing conditions, 
and its continuance in full force was 
hardly looked for. Under the circum-

was an uninterrupted absorption of an 
extremely varied list of stocks through- 
out the day. Any interruption,to the ad-

being neglected on account of uneasiness 
over the situation in China. A slight har- 
dening in the rate of exchange had no 
other explanation than this same uneasi- 
ness.

SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 
BOUND FOR PHILIPPINES 
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Atlanta was invaded yesterday by detach- 
ments of sailors and soldiers bound for ser- 
vice in the Philippines, 

Early in the morning, just as the first 
faint rays of dawn were beginning to crim- 
son the sky, Uncle Bud Kernodle was 
aroused from a peaceful reverie by the ap- 
pearance in the doorway of twenty stalwart 
jacktars, each as brown as a berry and 
each rolling and rocking like a ship at sea. 
They were dressed in the regulation uni- 
form of the navy, and presented a pictur- 
esque appearance. Ina pair of seconds the 
party took possession of the restaurant and 
were soon engaged in satisfying a long fast. 

The party consisted of twenty seamen 
from the United States gunboat Raleigh, 
which did such memorable service at Ma- 
nila under command of Admiral Dewey. The 
men were in command of W. E. Bates, chief 
machinist of the Raliegh. All had seen 
active service during the engagement with 
Admiral Montejo’s fleet, and each had some 
interesting bitv of’ gossip ‘to pelates Onkook- 
ers, interested in the novel sight, plied them 
vigorously with questions anent the con- 
flict at Cavite, and the jacktars were ready 
with good-natured replies. 

“How about that story of vDewey Graw- 
ing off during the battle for breakfast? 
asked an interested listener. 

‘Dat’s all newspaper guff,’’ said a good- 
natured looking giant who was industrious- 
ly plying knife and fork, and between bites 
of beefsteak swallowing great gulps ol 
coffee. ‘‘De commodore drew off for an 
inspection of ammunition. Some of us 
managed to snatch a bite to eat, but most 
of us was too busy to think of feedin’ our 
faces. 

‘What do I think of Admiral Dewey? 
Don’t ask me! He’s de greatest that ever— 

“Say, cap’n,”’ broke off the speaker sud- 
denly, ‘‘can’t yer tell me where a tad can 
get a drop ter drink? My whistle’s that 


dry that it’s rusty!”’ 
After eating, the men headed for the 


nearest saloon and made merry until train 
time. When the train pulled out two mem- 
bers of the party could not be found; they 
had succumbed to the seductive influence 
of grog and were peacefully snoring in the 
back room of a bar. When they awoke and 
found their comrades gone, they proceeded 
to see the sights, and left the city on a 
later train. 

All of the men’s term of enlistment had 
run out, and they ha@ returned to this 
country to spend the accumulated savings 
of several years. All had succeeded ad- 
mirably in this, and they were bound once 
more for Manila to re-enlist. 

The party arrived in the city over the 
Seaboard at 5:10 o'clock, and left at 5:35
